Claims 5,14,22,24, and 27 have been cancelled; and 
Claims 1 ,21 ,23,30,31 , and 33 have been amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-4,6-13,15-21,23,25,26 and 28-33 are allowed. 

The prior art of record, including Borri (Patent No. 6,527,402), Muderlak (Patent 
No. 5,1 1 1,477), fails to show or suggest the applicant's invention as claimed. 
Specifically, the prior art of record does not disclose motivation for an apparatus for 
emitting light, sound and fragrance combining: 

the fragrance system comprising a combination of a receptacle with neck, 

a wick, the wick contacting the fragrance fluid, the wick absorbing the worm 

fragrance fluid, and emitting to the atmosphere as recited in claims 28 and 30; 

and 

a rheostat included in the housing, and adjusting light, sound and 
fragrance systems as recited in claims 1,29 and 31-33. 

The above-indicated combinations, including a fluid based fragrance system, and 
a housing including rheostat, makes this invention unique. 
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Borri ('402) discloses an apparatus for emitting light, sound and fragrance 
comprising fragrance system contained in a housing. However, Borri ('402) does not 
teach the fragrance system being a wick-based system as claimed by the applicant. 

Neither combined not individual teaching of Borri ('402) and Muderlak C477) 
teaches the use of rheostat for an apparatus for emitting light, sound and fragrance. 

Therefore, Claims 1 and 28-33 are allowed over prior art. 

Claims 2-4,12,17,23 and 25 are necessarily allowed because of their 
dependency on the allowed base Claim 1 

Claims 6-8 are necessarily allowed because of their dependency on the allowed 
base Claim 29. 

Claims 10,15,16,18 and 1 9 are necessarily allowed because of their dependency 
on the allowed base Claim 30. 

Claims 9,11,13,20,21 and 26 are necessarily allowed because of their 
dependency on the allowed base Claim 32.
